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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING MarcH 1, 1908. 


To the School Board of Troy: 


I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual 
report as superintendent of schools. At the request of 
your board I have prepared this report with the under- 
standing that it is to be a joint report of school board 
and superintendent to the voters of the district. 

The past year has been one of great prosperity for the 
schools of Troy. As a result of consolidating the schools 
all the children in town now have equal advantages. 
Furthermore, these advantages are secured with consider- 
able saving in expense. The schools in Troy are in better 
condition than are the schools of any other town under 
my charge, and I attribute no small part of ‘this difference 
to the policy of consolidation. i 

Under a teaching force that has been excellent through- 
out, marked progress has been made in all branches of 
school work. Many of the grades, notably the second, 
third, fourth and tenth are farther advanced in their 
studies than were the same grades a year ago. A splendid 
working spirit has been manifest everywhere, and utmost 
harmony has prevailed among the teachers. Miss Gardner 
has proved a worthy successor to Miss Grant. She has 
managed a large and difficult room with tact and has se- 
cured good order with little or no friction. As an in- 
structor she has been most thorough. In Mrs. Talbot the 
town of Troy has secured a fine teacher and good dis- 
ciplinarian, under whose efficient leadership the children of 
the third and fourth grades have made rapid progress. 
In Mrs. Brown, Miss Fisher and Miss Bartlett the district 
has had teachers who have previously proved their effi- 
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ciency, and I am pleased to report that all of them appear 
to have reached a higher standard of excellence this year 
than they had attained a year ago. 

The morale of the pupils has improved. The boys and 
girls of Troy are growing better, and I am glad to have 
this opportunity to say so. As the principal of the school, 
Miss Bartlett has taken a sincere interest in the welfare 
of her pupils that has been-an influence for good through- 
out the building. Every boy should remember that vile 
and profane language are not evidences of manhood. 
Every girl in Troy should remember that right thinking is 
the means of true womanhood. 

Your superintendent has paid much attention to the 
matter of providing proper text books. Partly by this 
means, I have sought to improve the work in literature, 
and ancient history in the high school, reading in the first 
and second and upper grades, arithmetic in the third and 
fourth grades, and penmanship and music throughout the 
schools. In accordance with the requirements of the state 
superintendent of public instruction, the high school has 
been supplied with a set of classical maps. In the gram- 
mar grades the Tarr and McMurry geographies are grad- 
ually supplanting the older books. Books and _ supplies 
have cost much money, but by buying to the best advan- 
_ tage possible we have kept within the appropriation. In 
purchasing supplies I have been able to save the town 
from 25 to 100 per cent on prices paid in many places. 

This last summer the grounds about the building were 
improved by the laying of new concrete walks. In the 
course of this construction it was found advisable to put 
ina granite curbing to prevent the washing away of 
earth adjoining the walks and their consequent crumbling. 
This work was done at considerable extra expense but in 
the end the money saved will prove to be good economy. 

A short time before the opening of schools in Septem- 
ber, the building was thoroughly cleansed and disinfected. 
This disinfecting of school buildings is a most important 
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matter. Dirt and disease go hand in hand, and the less dirt 
about a school building the less chance for disease, and 
consequently a healthier condition of pupils. There are 
people who say that dirt is healthy, but we must say that 
we do not agree with them. Recently an effort has been 
made to improve the ventilation of the building. At pres- 
ent this work is an experiment and therefore we cannot 
report as to results. 

Your superintendent has given much attention to the 
matter of getting pupils to read with good expression. 
He has not been able to obtain as satisfactory results as 
he might wish, but in three of the grades he has noted con- 
siderable improvement. In several of the grades the instruc- 
tion has been so excellent that direction to the teachers has 
been unnecessary. 

Your superintendent has made a special effort to get 
pupils to write better. At the beginning of the year he 
called a teachers’ meeting in which the subject of good 
penmanship was thoroughly discussed. As a result of that 
conference it was decided to keep on teaching the vertical 
system in the first two grades, in the third and fourth 
grades to permit the pupil to change to a slight medial. 
This plan is now being followed in the normal schools. 
The change in the third and fourth grades recognizes the 
fact that at this period of his school life the child tends to 
slant his letters either forward or backward. A forward 
slant is deemed the more desirable; hence the change to the 
medial system. In the grades above the sixth no formal 
instruction in penmanship is undertaken, Each pupil is- 
marked on the basis of written work handed in, and thus 
a standard of excellence is set for him to attain in his hand 
writing. 

The supervisor has worked hard to secure better at- 
tendance conditions. He is sorry to say that his attitude 
on the subject of children attending school has been the 
occasion of much misapprehension. He is glad to have 
this opportunity to explain his position. I have never in-— 
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sisted that a child should attend school when ill. When 
children come to me and say they are ill I usually take 
their word for it without further inquiry. I excuse them 
as a matter of humanity. I have never prosecuted any 
parent for detaining a child from school for a single day. 
Such a prosecution would be contrary to the spirit of the 
law, and I have too much respect for the spirit as well as 
the letter of the law willingly to do anything contrary to 
either. 

I wish to thank the school board for the cordial sup- 
port given me in my efforts to enforce the law. In con- 
sulting the chairman I followed a time-honored custom. 
I am unalterably opposed to the centralization of the 
authority of the school boards of the state and I firmly 
believe that local boards conversant with local conditions 
and elected by the people are better qualified to solve the 
great bulk of our school problems than any single state 
officer ever could be. 

It seems unwise to your school board and superinten- 
dent that any effort should be made in the future, on be- 
half of the class graduating from the Troy public schools, 
in the way of undertaking a trip to Washington. It is 
our belief that it is inadvisable for classes completing the 
first year of the high school course to go on such a long 
journey. Furthermore, we feel that the financial drain on 
the community, and the nervous strain on the pupils 
themselves are altogether to great to justify the efforts 
necessary to raise the required amount of money. 

I would recommend that the course of study below the 
high school be shortened from nine years to eight. Such 
a step would be in line with the most advanced educa- 
tional thought of the country. Such a change would mean 
fewer teachers and consequent economy. It would mean 
the saving of a year out of the lives of many pupils who 
are now getting through the first year of the high school 
at sixteen and seventeen years of age. Furthermore, it 
would mean a reduction in the number of classes per 

cs 
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teacher, with a consequent opportunity for better work. 
By lessening the total number of pupils in the building at 
any one time, it would go far toward solving the problem 
of over-crowding. Therefore, I recommend that this step 
be taken. Of course such a change would have to be 
made gradually, but there is no reason why it could not 
be brought about in the course of the next two years. 

I call attention to the report of the supervisor of mu- 
sic submitted herewith. Miss Maynard has had the ad-. 
vantage of new books, and under her skillful direction 
splendid results have been achieved. Under Mrs. Ripley, a 
considerable improvement has been made in the work 
done in drawing. 

The school board recommends ‘hat the following 
appropriations be made: 

For the support of schools, in addition to the amount 
required by law, $1,400.00. 

For books and supplies, $250.00. 

And we think that $50.00 would complete the work 
of grading around the village school building. The amount 
asked for the support of schools is somewhat larger than 
last year because of the deficiency this year, and because 
the amount required by law is smaller this year than last. 
A reduction is made in the amount asked for books and 
supplies, for the equipment added this year it probably 
will not be necessary to spend so much money for these 
purposes another year.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


Music reaches every phase of human life, and the 
music faculties have to be awakened along the same 
avenues through which all knowledge comes. The influ- 
ence of a beautiful song, in the heart of a child cannot be 
estimated, the memories of which may last all through 
life, and the mission of public school music will be reached 
when the majority of the pupils become lovers of good 
music, and reverence and appreciate the beautiful thoughts 
contained in the words. 

Rote songs during the first three years of school life 
are now acknowledged by all progressive teachers, as be- 
ing important factors in the training of children, and 
should be selected with a view to their future usefulness, 
the words chosen for tieir worth, and the range suitable 
to the compass of the child voice. Nature songs appro- 
priate to each season, will open the eyes to see the beau- 
ties of the world about them, and will train the ear to 
catch the melodies of out-door life. 

Dictation, in four sounds to a group, and the princi- 
pals of sight seeing, are daily practiced in connection with 
the songs. There are so many devices for the development 
of sight reading, that there is not time to carry forward 
and perfect each one. This year we have made a great 
success in all the grades, by using what is called the check, 
placing the check mark in all positions, the advantage of 
which, is to give equal facility in reading each of the dif- 
ferent keys. 

This year we have pursued another line in the tech- 
nical work, by abandoning the booklets, and giving more 
written tests, the latter being less arduous for the regular 
teacher, and we hope is giving as good results. At least 
three times a week, each child; from the second to the 
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seventh grade, is marked for his music, generally through 
individual singing, and each child works out his own 
exercises with very little aid from the teacher, and no 
instrument for support, so that it is a veritable study in 
sounds. The third and fourth grades are work with 
chords and harmonies, preparatory to the study of two 
part music in the spring. 

In the seventh and eighth grades each lesson is started 
with exercises for training the ear, using chromatics and 
minors, also exercises for tone production, execution and © 
sight-reading. 

The work is carefully planned each week by the super- 
visor, and a duplicate copy given each teacher, so that a 
record is kept of all lessons given. 

We are very grateful to the superintendent and school 
board for the very excellent material furnished us this 
year. It is appreciated by both teachers and pupils.
